"Objected to" claims 4, 6 and 16-20 have be»m 
rewritten in independent form to include the rec .tations 
of rejected claim 1. There were no intervening claims. 
"Objected to" claims 26, 30 and 31 have been rewritten in 
independent form to include the recitations of rejected 
claim 25 . There were no intervening claims. Thus, these 
claims are in condition for allowance. Since claim 5 
depends from claim 4, since claims 7-14 depend f::om claim 
6, and since claims 27-29 depend from claim 26, ;hese 
claims are similarly allowable.
